Mr H. W. Wood says he is un- 
able to understand how a member 
of parliament can represent inter- 
ests generally, and not the special 
interests of some class among 
them, He has said the same thing 
many times before, in many ways, 
and there is no reason to suppose 
that he does not really mean it. 
The thing may be plain enough to 
other people, and even necessary 
if human beings are to continue to 
live together as civilized crea- 
tures, but Henry cannot see it. 
From his standpoint life is a great 
game of ‘‘beggar my neighbor,”’ 
and the only question the indi- 
vidual needs to think about is 
how to do it. Since m union there 
is strength, Mr. Wood tells him 
he should associate himself with 
others who are engaged in the 
same kind of work, to the end that 


and substance of his ‘‘new gos- 
pel’? of human relations and how 
they should be adjusted in and 
through the machinery of politics. 

The basis of this scheme for the 
rejuvenation of society is the old 
and well enough understood 
‘‘principle’’ that nobotly has any 
interests worth speaking about ex- 
cept that of getting money out of 
somebody else. In the creed of 
Mr. Wood self-interest is the high- 
est ideal that the human soul both- 
ers itself about, or needs to. and 
to take care of number one is the 
first duty of man—and about the 
last. He glorifies greed as an at- 
tribute which in some way or 
other will make a paradise here 
below, if men and women will 
only exercise it on a broad enough 
scale and apply it through the 
mechanism of a highly efficient 
organization. Since the individ- 
ual cannot despoil his neighbors 
without getting shot or jailed for 
it, he proposes that the individual 
shall unite with others having sim- 
ilar designs, elect members of par- 
piament who will pass laws giving 
them the right to prey, and then 
grab the spoils and divide them. 
The member of parliament in this 
plan of things would be only the 
leader of the strongest pack. The 
weaker classes, beeause they were 
weaker, “would have no ‘‘inter- 
ests’? which the legislator could 
be supposed to consider. That 
much Mr, Wood says plainly in 
his comment on the resignation of 
Mr. Crerar. 

Just what would happen about 
the time society was reconstructed 
on this occupational group plan 
is a matter that Mr. Wood never 
deals with in plain terms. When 
he gets to that point in his dis. 
courses he takes leave of earthly 
wisdom and calls upon the book of 
Revelation to picture the glories 
of the new order. He used to tell 
us that the war in Europe came 
about by reason of national organ- 
ization; that Germany, France 
and Britain got to be so highly 
organized for business purposes, 
and so keen in the pursuit of their 
own interests that a clash simply 
had to come. His aim, he says, 18 
to organize society into groups, as 
Europeans were organized into 
gations, and for precisely thy 
game purpose. If the parallel 
holds it would seem to be inevit- 
able that when Henry got his hun- 
dred and one groups organized 
for warupon each other, war 
would come, just as it came in 
Europe. But that is where Henry 
parts with human reason and ma- 
terial things and takes to the vis- 
ion of spiritual things recorded 
by John. Instead of war he says 
we would have the millennium— 


hope that the ‘‘apostles’’ Mr. 
Wood was instrumental in send- 
ing to Ottawa will have more 
sense than to carry his wild the- 
ory into practice. If not, things 
will come to a serious pasg in 
this country after a while, a good 
deal more serious than they have 
ever been yet, and more serious 
for Henry and his apostics than 
for anybody else.

en. Low production asa result of the 
cold weather is given as the reason 
for thig rapid increage in price. 

Dairy butter was sold at 45c per 
pound and although fairly large quan- 
tities were offered most ofthe dealers 
had little difficulty in getting rid of 
their eupply at this price. Cream 
production is also reported to be fall- 
ing off considerably. 

Dressed meate were offered in ex- 
ceptionally large quantities on the 
market. One long counter the full 
length of the market building waa 
piled with meats while many were of- 
fering meats from their wagons out- 
side of the bulliding. The supply was 
large for the demand, however, the 
prices paid were fairly good. Beef sold 
at from 7c to 8c per pound for hind 
querters and 6c for fronte while pork 
was sold at from 12c to 13c per pound. 

The offering of dressed poultry was 
heavier than usual and there was also 
a tendency for higher prices, Chickens 
were offered at 25c per pound with 
fowl at 18c and 20c per pound. 

Live chickens were offered at from 
B0c to 60c each.

OVER 18,000 HAVE 
oIGNED PETITION 


President Inskip Predicts There 
Will Be Over 25,000 Signa- 
tures for Legislature 


(Special to The Bulletin) 


Calgary, Nox. 11—The Alberta 
Hotelmen's Association met. in 
Calgary on Friday afternoon. From 
reports so far received the petition, 
calling upon the Government for «a 
plebiscite in regard to the sale of beer 
in hotels, wholesale stores and clubs 
has been signed by 18 000 voters 
throughout the province. In the city 
of Calgary over 4,000 voters have 
signed the petition. The president of 
the association, <A./T. Inskip, sald 
that reports did not come daily and 
he thought it was safe to gay that ove 
26,000 persons had now signed the 
petition, and it was thought that a 
great many more would toke advart- 
a_. of the petition before it was pre- 
sented to the legislautre,
